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FREEDOM OF PRESS COMMITTEE) What could have become a storm-in-a-teacup was quiétly 
RECEIVES CLARIFICATION ) resolved in an exchange of correspondence recently between 
OF WAR CORRESPONDENT STATUS ) the OPC's Freedom of Press & Information Committee and the 
U.S. Department of Defense. At issue was a statement from 
Senator Pat McCarran which said that "the new code of military justice makes war correspon-$ 
dents 'subject to court martial'." The Nevada Democrat further declared that if a corres- 
pondent is arrested under the military code, “he cannot be admitted to bond or brought before 
a grand jury for indictment. Nor does he have any unrestricted right of appeal.” McCarran 
added that "I hope that members of the press will read these regulations carefully, so they 
will get some idea of what they may be up against if their duties take them afield with 
the armed forces." 

At the request of Member JACK HOOLEY of Station WHAM-TV, Rochester, N.Y., the Club 
investigated the matter through the Press Freedom Committee. Chairman BRUNO SHAW wrote the 
Defense Secretary, asking clarification of Senator McCarran's statement. A reply indicated 
that what had been described as a danger to the freedom of the press was a statute which 
had been in effect since 1775. As SHAW explained to HOOLEY, after receipt af a letter 
from Co Herschel Schooley, Chief of the Defense Department's Press Branch, "the one thing 
the new military regulations do, to make sure that correspondents have some additional 
protection, is to insure that the punishment (court martial) regulations will apply only in 
areas ‘designed by the Secretary of Defense’ in time of war, outside the United States. 

Even until now, Korea has not been designated as such an area." 
Schooley, who replied to SHAW with a detailed three-page letter, was said to have 
written a "fully satisfactory" explanation in view of the McCarran charges.
